Com m unist government has 
set up a very elaborate loud

Anti- war leaders such as

Clark infringed on the rights 
the POWS had left, Lewis 
said. 
The POWs did not want 
to see these people, Lewis 
asserted. 
When the prisoners were 
brought to see the anti- war 
leaders, the prisoners could 
say only what the N orth 
Vietnamese directed them to 
say. Their visits caused a lot 
of men a lot of pain, Lewis 
said.

Lewis said the threat of 
torture was never very far 
away,

bound up in ropes.

that a lot of things were 
stolen out of the packages. One 
great way to pass the time in 
prison was to com m unicate 
by various codes with other 
prisoners, Lewis said. It was 
made even more challenging 
because it was illegal. 
The most talked about 
m ethod 
of communicating 
was with the tap code, where 
the prisoners would tap out 
messages 
on the wall 
for 
prisoners in other parts of 
the building to hear. The 
code was invented by a POW 
who 
remembered 
reading 
about it in a book, Lewis 
said. They used the code to 
tell jokes, stories, and pass 
inform ation, he said. 
Other codes included the 
deaf and dum b code, where 
POWs sent messages by hand 
signal 
to 
other 
buildings. 
Another code was the hack 


and cough code, which he 
didn’t explain. 
T h e 
b o m b in g 
pause 
between 
1968 
and 
1972 
bothered the POWs, Lewis 
said. 
“ When 
the 
bombing 
stopped in 1968, the POWs 
couldn’t 
understand 
how 
pressure was being applied,” 
Lewis 
said. 
“We certainly 
welcomed the bombing.” 
He added that he didn’t 
know if the 1972 bombing 
campaign caused the North 
to sign the peace agreement, 
but he said the B- 52s and

Vietnam ’s) attention.” 
Lewis said the American 
POWs 
for 
the 
most 
part 
performed in the American 
tradition.

said, was because they were 
all officers with a high level 
of education. 
Lewis and his wife and 
the fiVe- year- old son he had 
not seen until his release, will 
return to San Diego, Calif, 
next week.

The Temple overseers 
supplied the funds and Pilate 
had his architects and engi­ 
neers begin constructing a 
flumed aqueduct 54 furlongs in 
I length (seven miles) from 
springs at Bethlehem to Jerusa­ 
lem's huge underground reser­ 
voirs beneath the Temple. 
Pilate had calculated that it 
would boost his status with the 
emperor to expand the city's 
inadequate water system while, 
at the same time, keeping im­ 
perial tax tribute flowing un­ 
abated into Rome. A shrewd 
move. But then, knowledge of 
the transfer from the Temple 
treasury somehow had slipped 
out. and a storm broke loose. 


Popular indignation swept 
the city, relates Josephus, a 
pro-Roman historian of that 
era. Jews were outraged that 
the heathen Roman oppressor 
would get hands on the shekel 
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to disperse, he thrust his 
“ vitus” staff upward, and the 
troops went to work. They 
“ equally punished those that 
were tumultuous and those that 
were not.” Josephus recounts. 
Cries, moans and the crunch of 
blades turned the scene into 
mass panic. 
' There was a great number 
of them slain" Josephus re­ 
lates. “ Many of them were 
trodden to death 
. 
Others of 
them ran away wounded The 
shock at the horrible fate of the 
casualties brought the people to 
silence.” 
Around Pilate's praetorium. 
the grounds and streets ran 
with blood, littered with 
struggling or inert bodies. The 
slaughter had been worse than 
he had intended, he recalled 
now, but it had thoroughly 
proved his authority No ques­ 
tion about that. 
He smiled wanly. He could 
not have backed down again, as 
he had done in the face of that 
outburst at Caesarea when he 
first took office. The punish­ 
ment had been brutal, but effec­ 
tive.

An Alexandrian philosopher 
of the times. Philo, says Pilate 
was a “ naturally inflexible and 
stubbornly relentless” man 
who committed “ acts of cor­ 
ruption. insults, rapine, out­ 
rages on the people, arrogance, 
repeated murders of innocent 
victims, and constant and most 
galling savagery. 
Jesus himself, in Luke 13:1. 
mentions 
the Galileans whose 
blood Pilate had mingled with 
their sacrifices 
Although de­ 
tails of the episode are lacking, 
the implication is that a num­ 
ber of Galileans had come to 
Jerusalem to make their festi­ 
val offerings and while they 
were at worship. Pilate's troops 
fell on them and massacred 
them on the spot.

Then the Roman soldiers took Jesus into the bar­ 
racks of the palace, called out the entire palace 
guard, dressed him in a purple robe, and made a 
crown of long, sharp thorns and put it on his head. 
Then they saluted, yelling, “Y ea! King of the Je w s !” 
And they beat him on the head with a cane, and 
spit on him and went down on their knees to “wor­ 
ship” him. 
When they finally tired of their sport, they took off 
the purple robe and put his own clothes on him 
again, and led him away to be crucified. 
And they brought Jesus to a place called Golgotha. 
(Golgotha means skull.) 
Wine drugged with bitter herbs was offered to him 
there, but he refused it. And then they crucified him 
— and threw dice for his clothes. 
It was about nine o’clock in the morning when the 
crucifixion took place. 
A signboard was fastened to the cross above his 
head, announcing his crime. It read, “The King of 
the Jew s.” 
Two robbers were also crucified that morning, their 
crosses on either side of his. 
And so the Scripture was fulfilled that said, “ He 
was counted among evil men.” 
Afterwards Joseph of 
Arimathea, who had been 
a secret disciple of Jesus for fear of the Jew ish 
leaders, boldly asked Pilate for permission to take 
Jesus’ body down; and Pilate told him to go ahead. 
So he came and took it away. Nicodemus, the man 
who had come to Jesus at night, came too, bringing 
a hundred pounds of embalming ointment made 
from myrrh and aloes. Together they wrapped Jesu s’ 
body in a long linen cloth saturated with the spices, 
as is the Jewish custom of burial. The place of 
crucifixion was near a grove of trees, where there 
was a new tomb, never used before. And so, be­ 
cause of the need for haste before the Sabbath, and 
because the tomb was close at hand, they laid him 
there.

Easter means many things 
to 
many 
persons. 
To the 
Christian 
it 
is another re­ 
minder o f the hope of life 
beyond the grave. 
Certainly 
it is the central date in the 
Christian calendar. 
As Christians we believe in 
life 
after death and in 
the 
resurrection 
o f 
the body. 
Christ suffered tremendously 
on the cross, undergoing the 
Crucifixion normally reserved 
for slaves and foreigners. 
Jesus’ death within a few 
hours was quite unusual. 
In 
other such instances persons 
had 
undergone 
such cruel 
punishment for several days, 
suffering from thirst, hunger, 
exhaustion and bleeding. 
In addition to such physical 
suffering Jesus had encounter­ 
ed considerable 
abuse from 
the authorities and the mobs. 
Easter is the celebration o f 
an event, an event that de­ 
stroyed the power o f sin and 
death. 
Thus Jesus made it 
easier for His people to believe 
in the imm ortality o f the soul, 
the everlasting life that follows 
this brief introductory phase 
on earth. 
In the New English Bible 
we read the words o f Jesus 
as He talks to Martha: 
“ I am the resurrection and 
I am life. If a man has faith in 
me, even though he die, he 
shall com e to life; and no one 
who is alive and has faith shall 
ever die.” 
Of all 
the events in our 
world’s history none can o u t­ 
rank 
the 
Resurrection; 
not 
only 
for its im pact on the 
people 
then, 
but 
upon 
the 
millions o f people since the 
first Easter. 
Through the power o f the 
living Christ, 
Christians can 
live the resurrection life 
now, 
without experiencing futility, 
hopelessness, 
or the fear o f 
death. 
As these days moved alon^ 
it first appeared as if Jesus 


enemies were to triumph over 
Him in putting Him to death. 
This was a tim e to test the 
faith o f the 
disciples and 
others who had followed Him 
with great hope.

to 
perish, yet in Christ’s victory 
over 
death, 
this death 
on 
earth 
is 
only 
a passing 
moment. 
One must 
remember that 
(he 
resurrected 
body 
may 
join God. 
This is. not to be 
confused with 
the views o f 
some Eastern 
religions that 
believe in reincarnation, or the 
reappearance o f the soul in 
another 
physical body, not 
necessarily human. 
What does it mean to be 
saved by Christ? 
Christ conquered all of His 
enemies. 
Som etim es it is dif­ 
ficult to believe this as one 
reads about wars, killings, and 
natural disasters. 
Still, we read in Corinth­ 
ians, 
“ F or 
this perishable 
nature must put on the im ­ 
perishable, 
and this mortal 
nature must put on immortal­ 
ity.” 
In 
other words, 
Christ 
offers us a new body and a 
neverending life. 
God offers 
every 
Christian 
a share in 
Christ’s 
victory 
if he so 
desires. 
Change is the key word as 
we review 
the highlights o f 
Easter. Christ brought victory 
over death, a change from the 
days o f Adam. 
Change brings us the abun­ 
dant spiritual life. And during 
this Easter each person should 
review 
his 
faith 
in the life 
promised 
by Jesus. 
Corinthians tell us that we 
should “ Stand firm and im­ 
movable, 
and 
work

Lord always,

limit, since you know that in 
the Lord you r labor cannot be 
lost.”

It was about nine o’clock in the morning when the 
crucifixion took place. 
A signboard was fastened to the cross above his 
head, announcing his crime. It read, “The King of 
the Jews.” 
Two robbers were also crucified that morning, their 
crosses on either side of his. 
And so the Scripture was fulfilled that said, “He 
was counted among evil men." 
Afterwards Joseph of 
Arimathea, who had been 
a secret disciple of Jesus for fear of the Jewish 
leaders, boldly asked Pilate for permission to take 
Jesus’ body down; and Pilate told him to go ahead. 
So he came and took it away. Nicodemus, the man 
who had come to Jesus at night, came too, bringing 
a hundred pounds of embalming ointment made 
from myrrh and aloes.

Easter means many things 
to many 
persons. 
To the 
Christian 
it is another re­ 
minder of the hope of life 
beyond the grave. 
Certainly 
it is the central date in the 
Christian calendar. 
As Christians we believe in 
life after death and in the 
resurrection 
of 
the body. 
Christ suffered tremendously 
on (he cross, undergoing the 
Crucifixion normally reserved 
for slaves and foreigners. 
Jesus’ death within a few 
hours was quite unusual. 
In 
other such instances persons 
had undergone 
such cruel 
punishment for several days, 
suffering from thirst, hunger, 
exhaustion and bleeding. 
In addition to such physical 
suffering Jesus had encounter­ 
ed considerable 
abuse from 
the authorities and the mobs. 
Easter is the celebration of 
an event, an event that de­ 
stroyed the power of sin and 
death. 
Thus Jesus made it 
easier for His people to believe 
in the immortality of the soul, 
the everlasting life that follows 
this brief introductory phase 
on earth. 
In the New English Bible 
we read the words of Jesus 
as He talks to Martha: 
“ I am the resurrection and 
1 am life. If a man has faith in 
mo, even though he die, he 
shall come to life; and no one 
who is alive and has faith shall 
ever die.” 
Of all the events in our 
world’s history none can o u t­ 
rank the Resurrection; 
not 
only for its impact on the 
people then, but upon the 
millions of people since the 
first Easter. 
Through the power of the 
living Christ, 
Christians can 
live the resurrection life 
now, 
without experiencing futility, 
hopelessness, or the fear of 
death. 
As these days moved along 
it first appeared as if Jesus 


enemies were to triumph over 
Him in putting Him to death. 
This was a time to test the 
faith of the 
disciples and 
others who had followed Him 
with great hope. 
Some 
theologians 
have 
pointed out that the resur­ 
rection 
changed 
the Old 
Testament view of death as 
one being “ willing to go, but 
wanting to stay” to the New 
Testament concept of being 
“ willing to stay, but wanting 
to go. 
Paul reminds us that in the 
Resurrection 
the 
sting of 
death has been lessened. 
It 
also forces us to measure our 
lives not only in the days on 
earth 
but in the years of 
immortality. 
Man, 
obviously, 
in his 
natural state is doomed to 
perish, yet in Christ’s victory 
over death, 
this death on 
earth 
is 
only 
a passing 
moment. 
One must remember that 
the resurrected 
body may 
join God. 
This is. not to be 
confused with the views of 
some Eastern 
religions that 
believe in reincarnation, or the 
reappearance of the soul in 
another 
physical body, not 
necessarily human. 
What does it mean to be 
saved by Christ? 
Christ conquered all of His 
enemies. 
Sometimes it is dif­ 
ficult to believe this as one 
reads about wars, killings, and 
natural disasters. 
Still, we read in Corinth­ 
ians, 
“ For 
this perishable 
nature must put on the im­ 
perishable, 
and this mortal 
nature must put on immortal­ 
ity.” 
In 
other words, 
Christ 
offers us a new body and a 
neverendmg life, 
God offers 
every Christian 
a share in 
Christ’s 
victory 
if he so 
desires. 
Change is the key word as 
we review the highlights of 
Easter. Christ brought victory 
over death, a change from the 
days of Adam. 
Change brings us the abun­ 
dant spiritual life. And during 
this Easter each person should 
review 
his faith in the life 
promised by Jesus. 
Corinthians tell us that we 
should “ Stand firm and im­ 
movable, and work for the 
Lord always, 
work w ithout 
limit, since you know that in 
the Lord your labor cannot be 
lost.” 
The 
everlasting 
rewards 
justify the labor.
